Attorney for Miss Gillars

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) 
—Miss Mildred E. Gillars, known 
as “Axis Sally” for her wartime 
broadcasts on the German radio, 
was sentenced t-day to 10 to 30 
years in prison and fined $10,000 
for treason against the United 
States. 

Miss Gillars, Maine born, white 
haired and 48 years old, also au- 
tomatically loses her citizenship 
as the result of her conviction. 

The defendant was convicted 
by a jury March 10 on one count |

her. United States District Judge 
Edward M. Curran had delayed 
sentencing until] her attorneys 
could argue motions for a new 
trial. Just before passing sen- 
tence, he denied these motions. 

James J. Laughlin, attorney for 
Miss Gillars, served notice of an 
appeal. He told reporters the 
case would be fought up to the 
Supreme Court.

Before passing sentence, Judge 
Curran remarked that the trial 
evidence showed Miss Gillars did

Miss Gillars portrayed Evelyn, 


an Ohio mother who dreamed her 
son was killed in the invasion. 

The Government charged the 
broadcast was beamed to Amer- 
icans at home and abroad as part 
of Nazi propaganda and as an in- 
strument of psychological warfare. 

The .statement Miss Gillars 
made before the sentencing dealt 
chiefly with this broadcast. 

“T shall never be able to under- 
stand why I was found guilty of 
‘Vision of Invasion,’ which was 
written by Prof, Koischwitz, who 
also directed it and played in it,” 
Miss Gillars began. 

“He was indicted for treason in 
1943 and he was exonerated. You 
siened that indictment (as dis- 
trict af¢orney).” 

“I’m told so,” Judge Curran said. 
“T have no recollection of it.” 

Called Him “My Destiny.” 

Miss, Gillars during her trial de- 
scribed the late Max Otto Koisch- 
w'tz, a former Hunter College 
(N.Y.) professor, as “my destiny,” 
and said she was in love with 
him, She said he was responsible 
for having*her assigned to propa- | 
ganda work. Koischwitz, who re- | 
turned to Germany after acquir- | 
ing American citizenshin and be- 
came a Nazi radio official, died 
before the end of the war. 

In her statement today Miss 
Gillars said her broadcasts for the 
Nazi radio always stressed that 
the United States and Germany 
should be fighting together 
against Russia, instead of 
each other. 

The judge told Miss Cillars to 
remain standing while he im- 
posed her sentence. 

Takes It Dry-Eyed. 

She took her sentencing dry- 
eyed and, at the end of the pro- 
ceedings, threw her head back 
and walked with swift, short steps 
from the courtroom to be re- 
turned for the time being to the 
District of Columbia jail. 

Judge Curran did not specify 
where she will serve her sentence. 

' He left this to the Federal] Bureau 
of Prisons. 

The 10- to 30-year sentence 
means that, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, Miss Gillars will be 
eligible for parole after serving 10 
years, or one third of the maxi- 


mum.

Formation of the St. Louis 
Crime Commission, to promote the 


efficiency of law enforcement: in| j 


the city and St. Louis county, and 
to collect and distribute informa- 
tion as to the activities of law 
officers, was announced today at 
headquarters of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 


A petition was filed in Circuit 
Court today for a pro forma de- 
cree of incorporation for the new 
commission. Temporary officers 
of the organization are the chief 
officers of the Chamber. These 
are George C. Smith, president, 
who prepared the recent report 
to the body on “The Crime Situa- 
tion in St. Louis”: Scott R. De 
Kins, vice president of the Cham- 
ber, treasurer of the Commission; 
and Frank E. Lawrence Jr., secre- 
tary of the Chamber, secretary of 
the Commission. Richmond C. Co- 
burn is attorney in charge of the 
incorporation proceedings. 

Choice of permanent’ officers 
and a board of directors will fol- 
low the expected decree of in- 
corporation. 

Asked About Investigators. 

Smith, asked today whether the 
commission would have a director 
and a corps of 
the similar body in has, 
replied that the details of organi- 
zation would be left te. the perma- 
nent officers and diréctors. The 
commission, he said, will not be a 
Chamber of Commerce branch or 


agency. 

“In other cities,” he said, “the 
chamber of commerce has given 
the impetus for forming the com- 
mission. Most of these commis- 
sions work on the line of the Chi- 
cago body, through a director and 
investigators, the latter not always 
known, and court observers, who 
are known.” 

Objects Listed. 

Purposes of the St. Louis Crime 
Commission, as stated in its arti- 
cles of association, shall be: 

“1. To aid in assuring the peo- 
ple of the City of St. Louis and 
St. Louis county of the proper 
functioning of the police, the 
courts, the offices of prosecution, 
and all others engaged in the ad- 
ministration of criminal justice. 

“2. To develop and carry out a 
program of continuous scientific 
research in criminology and re- 
lated sociology, looking toward 
the enactment of laws and court 
rules and changes in administra- 
tion necessary to cure conditions 
in those fields found in need of 
remedy, and to announce the re- 
sults of its research to the public. 

“3. To promote the efficiency 
and activity of all officers and 
departments of the State of Mis- 
souri, St. Louis county, and City 
of St. Louis, charged with the 
duties of suppressing, preventing 
and punishing crime. 

“4. To destroy alliances, when

For St. Louis, the bureau's re- 
tail food price index figure for the 
middie of last month was 207.1 
per cent of the 1935-39 average. 
That figure is 8.1 per cent below 
the record high, set last August, 
but is more than 120 per cent 
above the food price level here in 


mid-August, 1939.

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REVIVED 40 MINUTES 
FTER HEART STOPS 


Believed to Be Longest 
Known Failure Followed 
by Resuscitation. 


CHICAGO. Merch 25 (AP\—Two 
surgeons announced today revival 
of a 16-year-old youth 40 minutes 
after his heart action stopped. 

An American Medical Associa- 
tion source said he believed the 
instance was the longest known 
heart stoppage on record to be 
— by successful resuscita- 

on. 

Reporting in the American Med- 
ical’ Association Journal, Dr. Ar- 
thur S. Touroff and Dr. Milton H. 
Adelman, said the youth’s heart 
failed in a lung operation in Mt. 
Sinai Hospital, New York, Jan. 
16, 1948. 

Dr. Touroff immediately began 
to massage the heart with his 
hands. Adrenalin and blood were 
given to the patient. Artificial 
respiration was maintained with 
100 per cent oxygen administered 
through the anesthetic apparatus. 

During the long period of heart 
failure, the doctors said, the pa- 
tient breathed in gasps at irregu- 
lar intervals, but when heart mas- 
sage was stopped for an instant 
there were only a few feeble, in- 
effectual contractions noticed. A 
strong heart beat was resumed 
unexpectedly just as the doctors 
prepared to operate on the organ.

Millions Wasted, No Hope for Bald, 
Old or Young, Says A.M.A. Report 


CHICAGO, March 2% (UP)— 


Bald and balding American men 
are wasting “millions of dollars” 
annually in an attempt to grow 
hair, a committee of the American 
Medical Association said today. 
The committee members said 
that “neither massage, mechanical 
devices, tonics, ultra-violet light, 


treatment will regenerate hair lost 

in ordinary baldness.”

MARSHAL BULGANIN

MOSCOW, March 25 (AP)—The 
shakeup of Russian leadership has 
given the Soviet armies a new 
chief—Marshal Alexander M. Vasi- 
levsky, a brilliant tactician. 

As in other recent shifts, the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet 
announced without explanation 
last night that Vasilevsky was 
taking over from Marsha] Nikolai 
A. Bulganin as Minister of Armed 
Forces of the Soviet Union, the 
highest military post in Russia. 

(Three portions of Gilmore's 
story, telephoned to London from 
Moscow, are missing, presumably 
held up by the Soviet censor.) 

Bulganin, who had held the min- 
istry since he took it over from 
Prime Minister Joseph Stalin 
March 4, 1947, will retain his post 
as Deputy Prime Minister in the 
Council otf Ministers. He appar- 
ently also will continue as a mem- 
ber of the powerful, policy-shaping 
Politburo. 

Eisenhower Knows New Chief. 


Vasilevsky, personally we] | 
known to Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower and British Field Marshal 
Viscount Montgomery, ran up an 
impressive record in World War 
II. From the rank of major gen- 
eral he rose in not much more 
than a year to general of the 
army Jan. 18, 1943, and became 
a marsha) and chief of staff not 
long afterward. His new promo- 
tion raises him from the post 
of Deputy Minister of Armed 
Forces. 

His troops smashed the German 
Veronezh front on Jan. 17, 1943, 
and he led the successful Soviet 
campaign in the Crimea in 1944 
which liberated Sevastopol. He 
is one of the most decorated of 
Russian soldiers, and twice re- 
ceived the award of Hero of the 
Soviet Union. 

He sat among the top six mem- 
bers of the supreme command 
which mapped strategy in the 
critical days of the war and engi- 
gsi the Russian drive to Ber- 
n. 
Vasilevsky started his military 
career in the Czar’s army, serving 
with a Cossack regiment in World 
War lI. He sided with the Bojshe- 
vik forces during the revolution 
and joined the Red Army, becom- 
ing a student of large-scale mili- 


| tary operations. 


Bulganin an Organizer. 
Bulganin, a graying man with a 
goatee, is famed as an organizer 
and for his passion for efficiency. 
He started a banking career and 
became chairman of the State 
Bank of the U.S.S.R. In 1941 he 
was appointed to the military 
council which planned the defense 
of Moscow, and began a swift rise 
in military affairs with his skilled 
handling of men and rubles count- 
able in the millions. 

In March 1947, he was appointed 
minister of the armed forces, and

Stalin, and they conversed several 
times while the Prime Minister 
was attending a joint session of 
the parliamentary body. 

Eisenhower Visit Recalled, 

Word of the new shift came in 
two one-sentence announcements 
by the presidium, broadcast early 
this morning by the Moscow radio 
and published in the morning 
newspapers which appeared later. 

Vasilevsky was closely associ- 
ated with Gen. Eisenhower and 
Montgomery on their visits to 
Moscow. They were on friendly 
terms. 

He accompanied Eisenhower to 
a physical culture parade in Red 
Square and later took him to a 
football game. They met fre- 
quently at official and unofficial 
functions, and Eisenhower seemed 
to enjoy his company. 

Likewise when Montgomery 
came to Moscow, Vasilevsky en- 
tertained him. They exchanged 
gifts of liquor, and the Russian 
gave the Briton a farewell gift of 
a fur-lined overcoat. 

The latest Soviet change is in- 
terpreted by observers outside 
Russia as fitting into the same 
pattern as earlier ones which re- 
lieved Politburo members of active 
administrative work, apparently so 
they can give full time to policy 
problems. 

It follows the’ release of V. M. 
Molotov as foriegn minister and 
appointment of Andrei Y. Vishin- 
sky to succeed him; release of 
A. I. Mikoyan as minister df for- 
eign trade, and designation of M. 
A. Menshikoy to succeed him; the 
advancement of Andrei A. Gro- 
myko to become Vishinsky’s chief 
deputy, and several other switches.

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RICKENBACKER SAYS WAR

If the United States enters, and 
survives, a third world war, all 
that will remain will be a dicta- 
torship so absolute the American 
way of life will be gone forever, 
Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker said 
yesterday, speaking before the St.

The wholesale price index de- 0 
clined two-tenths of 1 per cent $2 e WEEK 
during the week ended March 22, 
the Department of Labor reported 
late today. 

The index of wholesale prices of 
900 commodities stood at 158.2 per 
cent of the 1926 average. That also 
was two-tenths of 1 per cent lower 
than Your weeks ago and 2.6 per 
cent less than the same week in 
1948. 

The wholesale price index is 
now 6.7 per cent below the record 
high reached in August 1948. 

The department said lower 
prices for textiles and building 
materials were the principal fac- 
tors in the dceline. Commodity ex- 
change prices for corn, steers and 
hogs were up for the week, the 
department said. Rubber prices 
increased for the sixth consecu- 
tive week. Scrap stel prices were 
down to the level of early sum- 
mer 1947, the department said. 

The Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported that industrial production 
declined in February for the third 
consecutive month and probably 
will go lower again in March. The 
board said the February output 
dropped slightly mdte than 1 per 
cent from January and more than 
3 per cent from the record high 
reached last October and Novem- 
ber. It was 3 per cent below 
February last year. 

The board’s forecast of a prob- 
able further decline this month 
was based on the two-week coal 
mine shutdown ordered by John 
L. Lewis plus reduced output of 
some other products, including oil 
and rayon. 

Its survey of national business 
conditions said: “Output and em- 
ployment in industry declined 
somewhat further in February 
and were slightly below the levels 
of a year ago.

English law prohibits the publi- 
cation of any information which 
might prejudice the trial of a 
defendant. 

The case against Bolam was 
originated by attorneys for Haigh. 
The court directed that the Mir- | 
ror’s owners also appear. 

Lord Goddard, Lord Chief Jus- 
tice, described the Mirror’s action 
as a “disgrace to English journal- 
ism” which prejudiced Haigh’s 
right to a fair trial. 

It was done, he said, “as a mat- 
ter of policy, pandering to sensa- 
tionalism for the purpose of in- 
creasing the circulation of this 
paper.” 

He said that after the commis- 
sioner of police warned the paper. 
the Mirror altered its last edition, 
“but very little.” 

The chief justice said the Mirror 
played up stories describing Haigh 
as a “vampire” and not only said 
he was “charged” with the other 
killings, “but that he has commit- 
ted others” and described at least 
one of these in detail. 

“Let the directors” of the paper 
“beware,” Lord Goddard said. 
|“They know now the conduct of 
which their employes are capable. 
They know now the view which 
this court takes of this matter.” 

At about the same time, in sub- 
urban Horsham, Haigh appeared 
briefly for the fourth time before 
magistrates on the charge of 
killing Mrs. Durand-Deacon. 

Attorneys said last week they 
would be able to set a trial date 
today but at the request of Scot- 
land Yard the case was recessed 
to Avril 1. A crowd, mostly wom- 
en, filled the small courtroom and 
some surged around the police car 
as Haigh was driven back to 
prison.

Born in St. Louis 


Gragg was born Aug. 18, 1902, 
at Jefferson avenue and Cherokee 
street, and has been a resident of 
South St. Louis all his life, as were 
his parents and grandparents. His 
father, the late J. Edward Gragg 
Sr., was a conductor with the old 
Iron Mountain Railroad. 

The Republican mayoral nomi- 
nee obtained his elementary edu- 
cation at the old Des Peres School 
and Blow School. It was while at- 
tending grade school that Gragg 
earned the sobriquet of “Beany,” 
which has stuck to him through 
his adult life. 


He attended Cleveland High 
School and Washington University 
School of Law, where he was 
graduated in 1925. He was presi- 
dent of his sophomore class at the 
university. He is a member of the 
Beta Theta Pi, a social fraternity, 
and Phi Delta Phi, legal fraternity. 
Throughout his high school and 
college days, he was active in 
athletics. He was captain of Cleve- 
land High School’s first champion- 
ship football team and of the bas- 
ketball and baseball teams there. 
At the university he played left 
tackle on the football team and 
was catcher on the baseball team, 
serving as captain of the baseball 
team and co-captain of the foot- 
ball team in his senior year. 


He was admitted to the Missouri 
Bar at the time of his graduation 
from law school and for the next 
10 years was associated with Wil- 
bur C, Schwartz in the general 
practice of law. Then, deciding to 
strike out on his own, he occupied 
an office in the same suite with 
Everett Hullverson, damage suit 
lawyer, for about 90 days, after 
which time he moved to another 
office in the Boatman’s Bank 
Building. He formed his present 
partnership in 1943. 
Senate Seat. 

Following the general election 
in 1946, Gragg announced his in- 
tention of claiming election, based 
on write-in votes, to an eight- 
week term as United States Sena- 
tor from Missouri to serve out the 
unexpired Senate term of Presi- 
dent Truman.

of the large building program car- 
ried out by the city for enlarge- 
ment of its institutions.

In the 
Dickmann-Darst period, he had 
also the city airport, which is now 
under the Department of Public 
Utilities. 
“With the help of Government

and the hospital at the City (now 
State) Training School; also addi- 
tions to City (now State) Sanitar- 
fum, Koch Hospital and City Hos- 
pital. My recollection is that the 
Government grant was 30 per cent 
of the cost of Phillips Hospital, 
and 45 per cent on the other items. 

“We built also three community 
centers and the Forest Park Jewel 
Box building.” 

Grand Jury’s Role. _ 

The enlargement of hospital fa- 
cilities followed periodic com- 
plaints by local grand juries as to 
insufficiency and overcrowding, 
complaints which were well 
founded, but which could not in 
all cases be met before another 
grand jury came along to repeat 
them. 

“We were able to provide some 
temporary improvements,” the for- 
mer director said. “At the sani- 
tarium, we cleared the hallways of 
cots where many patients stayed 
day and night, and found other 
places for the cots.” The new 
building program had progressed 
so far in 1938 that a grand jury 
was able to make a commendatory 
report after its round of the in- 
stitutions. 

In connection with the building 
and other activities of his depart- 
ment, Darst believes that he was 
before the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment more frequently 
than all the other department 
heads together. The Board of Es- 
timate, in his time, consisted of 
Democratic Mayor Dickmann, Re- 
publican Comptroller Louis Nolte, 
and the president of the Board of 
Aldermen, who was for the first 
two years Republican Walter J. G.

In supervising the rapidly de- 
veloping operations at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field in the years be- 
fore the attack on Pearl Harbor, 
Darst had occasion to work with 
the now famous Jimmy Doolittle, 
with Eddie Rickenbacker and with 
the late Albert Bond Lambert.

In Reply to Rep. Taylor 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Missouri State Representative Cecil 
C. Taylor, whose letter wag printed in 
the letter column March 20, seems to 
me to have misrepresented House Bill 
No. 114, which proposes to increase the 
Missouri property tax on intangibles 
from 4 to 8 per cent and to include as 
taxable property all dividends paid to 
residents of the state by corporations. 

In describing this measure as a “tax 
equalization bill” Mr. Taylor is gro- 
tesquely distorting the quite obvious 
facts. 

In the first place, all property owned 
by corporations is taxed by the state as 
property. Since obviously a stock cer- 
tificate is only evidence of the stock- 
holder's proportion of participation in 
the ownership of the property of the 
corporation, it would certainly be “dou- 
ble taxation” to attempt to assess a 
property tax on a piece of paper which 
has no more intangible value than the 
deed to a residence building. 


Mr, Taylor distorts the comparison 
between the income tax rate paid by 
corporations and that paid by individu- 
als in  Missouri,. Corporations do pay 
2 per cent on their annual profits, but 
individuals do not in any case whatever 

4 per cent on their. total annual 
elle and in fact the average rate of 
tax paid by individuals in Missouri is 
Probably well under 2 per cent. The 
following are two examples:

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Rent Control in Peril 


With rent control slated for expiration in a 
week, the House has rejected the Senate's ex- 
tension bill, leaving it to a conference commit- 
tee to arrive at a compromise. 

The Senate bill is the better one. It grants 
landlords overdue general rent increases, where- 
as the House bill does not. Instead, the House 
bill guarantees owners a reasonable return on 
their investments. This :provision would lead to 
endless and complicated rate cases. It would 
cause, in Marquis Childs’ opinion, ‘“‘an almost 
hopeless administrative tangle.” 

Both bills are on highly questionable ground 
in authorizing state or local governments to 
take over or abolish rent control at will. 
States’ rights” and “home rule” are appealing 
slogans, but doubts were raised in the debate 
that Congress can delegate such powers to 
lesser governments. Furthermore, while the Sen- 
ate was still at work, the United States Con- 
ference of Mayors, also meeting in Washington, 
adopted a resolution that “state and municipal 
governments are ill equipped to administer rent 
comtrols in a form which would give adequate 
prétection to the people of our cities.” 

At worst, the local option provisions run the 
risk that the law may be found unconstitutional 
and that the result would be to abolish all rent 
contro] at a stroke. At best, they promise to 
cause much confusion. 

Representative Patman pointed out that a 
rural majority in a Texas county commission 
could repeal rent contro] in the county’s big city. 
Two good-sized cities are entirely surrounded by 
the City of Detroit; it would be a mess if they 
went separate ways. Renters might win the po- 
litical battle with the landlords in St. Louis, but 
landlords are stronger and tenants are fewer in 
St. Louis county. It would be folly to have rent 
ceilings in St. Louis but- not in East St. Louis, 
or vice versa, when the whole metropolitan 
community still needs rent control. 

Furthermore, control by the states subjects 
the cities to the hazards of rural-dominated 
legislatures. People with moderate incomes liv- 
ing in St. Louis apartments will recall with dread 
that the St. Louis Real Estate Board has great 
political power, which it demonstrated by or- 
ganizing rural Jegislators to kill a public housing 
bil] that St. Louis and Kansas City wanted very 
much. 

There is reason to fear, as Congressman Hays 
of Ohio said, that local and state scramblings 
for advantage “would just tie this law into a 
mass of organized confusion and litigation, and 
in effect there would not be any rent control.” 

There. are two reasons to question the good 
faith of the local option amendments. One is that 
several speakers for the amendments said that, 
of course, rent control is socialistic, un-Ameri- 
can, etc., and that they had rather see it abol- 
ished outright. The other reason is that a good 
deal of home rule was already in the rent law. 
Whenever a rent advisory board of local citi- 
zens is dissatisfied with a decision of the Federal 
Housing Expediter, it can take an automatic 
appeal to the special federal court that handies 
rent problems. 

Nevertheless, Congress insists on more local 
option. Therefore, people who are worried 
about the outcome can only hope that the con- 
ference committee bill will minimize the serious

Who Finances the Fight on MVA? 

Where is the money to fight MVA coming 
from? The head of one of the three organiza- 
‘tions leading the attack is most reluctant to 
say, when asked. This is John B. Quinn, of 
Lincoln, Nebr., a professional propagandist who 
has organized what he calls the Missouri Val- 
ley Development Association. 

Where does Mr. Quinn get his money? “From 
about the same sources as before.” And what 
are the same sources as before? “From many 
sources; anybody in favor of any phase of de- 
velopment,” Thus says Mr. Quinn. His answers 
are reminiscent of the old vaudeville joke: 
“Where do you live?”—Naw, we don’t live there 
any more, we moved."—"“Don’t tell me you 
moved to that place!” 

Does Mr. Quinn’s reluctance suggest that 
he is proud of his financial supporters? Does 
it suggest that, if their identities were known, 
they would be recognizable as people with no 
personal profit at stake in the outcome, but 
with only the region’s best interests at heart? 
It does not. It suggests that Mr. Quinn believes 
his propaganda and lobbying efforts would be 
harmed rather than helped if the public knew 
who is financing his front organization. 

Come to think of it, we don’t remember ever 
having heard the Mississippi Valley Associa- 
tion and the National Rivers and Harbors Con- 
gress tell where they get their financial sup- 
port, either. They are the two main anti-MVA 
organizations. They have long been fronts for 
the Army Engineers and the pork-barrel system 
of river development. 

The public needs to know who are the fi- 
nancial interests behind these three anti-MVA 
organizations. Only then can it decide for itself 
whether their arguments are credible in whole 
or discredited in part or altogether by self- 
interest opposed to the general interest. If 
these organizations want to be frank and above- 
board about it, let them volunteer the informa- 
tion. If they don’t, Congress would perform a 
public service by digging it out of them. When 
attempts are made to influence public opinion, 
the public has a right to know whose mouth is 
speaking.

the bill for a.bi-state agency for the St. Louis 
metropolitan area, patterned after the New 
York Port authority. Senator Noble, who is 
chairman of the Senate Appropriations commit- 
tee, does not like the idea of an appropriation 
at Jefferson City to finance a “local” activity, 
since it would set a precedent for financing 
similar bi-state authorities. 

The Senator’s concern is entitled to a respect- 
ful answer. It would set a precedent in so far 
as participation by Missouri in a bi-state au- 
thority is concerned. But it would not, of course, 
set a precedent for the use of state funds for 
activities or public works in particular parts 
of Missouri. State funds are used for such pur- 
poses now and have been so used almost from 
the beginning of statehood. 

The fact, however, is that funds devoted to 
Missouri's share of the bi-state metropolitan 
agency would not be local expenditures. They 
would go to bring about an orderly development 
of highways, bridges, transportation, airports, 
parkways, drainage plans and other matters of 
widespread concern. 

If Missouri and Illinois put a real metropoli- 
tan agency into operation in the St. Louis region 
the benefits will reach all the way to Senator 
Noble and his neighbors down at Kennett! 
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Mr. Forrestal Leaves a Lesson 

Mr. Forrestal will not leave his office of Sec- 
retary of Defense until the end of the month. 
Yet since his three associates—Secretary of the 
Army Royall, Secretary of the Navy Sullivan and 
Air Secretary Symington—tendered: him a fare- 
well dinner the other night, this seems the 
appropriate time to give him a parting hand of 
applause. 

In this, it is easy enough to echo the compli- 
ments paid to Mr. Forrestal by President Tru- 
man. As the President said, he leaves the public 
service highly regarded. He has been in that 
service since June, 1940, at a considerable fi- 
nancial sacrifice. 

He came to Washington from Dillon, Read 
& Co. where he handled enterprises running 
into the hundreds of millions of dollars. He is 
inclined to disparage references to this. As 
Raymond P. Brandt reported in 1945, he be- 
lieves “that there have been certain cycles in 
which energetic and advantageosuly placed busi- 
ness men were’ almost certain to make large 
fortunes.” One does not want to quarrel with 
such modesty, but Wall Street called him “the 
boy wonder.” 

There are those who say his Navy connec- 
tions made him somewhat ineffective when it 
came to the unification of the services. It is, 
however, to be doubted whether any man could 
have done more in the face of entrenched tra- 
ditions. Now that these have been weakened, 
his successor may make more progress. Also, 
as Joséph C. Harch said in the Christian 
Science Monitor, this is a task that calls for 
“cracking heads” together. Mr. Forrestal, he 
adds, had little taste for that. He is a reason- 
able man, always ready to look at both sides of 
a question. That may be a weakness on rare 
occasions, but it surely is an honorable one. 

It was of special service to the nation when

And, as the Courier-Journal of Louisville says, 
“it was so festooned with’ red tape that only 
2500 actually got in,” although it purported to 
admit 50,000.

The 7000 AFL construction laborers in St. 
Louis and the county have called off their 
threatened strike. The cause of this threat was 
the jurisdictional dispute with AFL carpenters 
over which union shall perform certain tasks. 
Nothing puts the public quite so much out of 
patience with unions as an inability to settle 
their family quarrels witheut harming the in- 
terests of third parties. 

The laborers have entered negotiations with 
the carpenters, other building trades and the 
employers. “The way is paved,” says Joseph 
C. Payne, secretary of the Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council, “for a permanent 
settlement.” 

No doubt a settlement can be worked out— 
if the local unions have the power to do it. The 
proviso is necessary because such things can 
rarely be accomplished without involving the 
parent international unions. The carpenters’ 
and laborers’ dispute has broken out in several 
cities, leading to reports that the carpenters’ 
national command is trying to enlarge this 
union’s jurisdiction everywhere. Meanwhile, the 
central headquarters of the laborers has re- 
cently restored‘ Paul Hulahan to power in the 
St. Louis locals. In 1941, Hulahan, a business 
agent, was freed from charges of embezelement 
from the union but was barred from holding 
office for 10 years. 

Is there a belligerent central design in these 
events that forestalls any bona fide local peace 
treaty in St. Louis?

Freedom 
of the press would enter only if mail rates 
were used as a discriminatory political 
weapon. 

The cost of carrying the mail has increased 
with everything else. A moderate increase 
in mail rates for second-class matter seems 
to us entirely reasonable. What is needed, 
however, is a congressional study to ex- 
amine the actual effect of any increase and 
balance it against the great degree of pub- 
lic interest in the cheap distribution of 
magazines and newspapers,

Double-Talk. 


A lot of the same kind of dou- 
ble-talk has come out in connec- 
tion with rent control. The Pres- 
ident’s chief advisers are supply- 
ing him -with facts which they 
believe show (1) that the net ef- 
fect of nate and House decon- 
trol amendments is to shatter rent 
control and (2) that the shatter- 
ing of rent control will further 
throw the nation’s economy out 
of balance. 

Under the various concessions 
made to landlords, many of them 
justified im a great number of in- 
stances, rents have been slowly 
creeping upward during the past 
‘year. Rents were at an all-time 
peak for the most recent month 
—January—for which figures are 
available. 

The index on rent for January 
of this year was four points 
higher than in January of 1948. 
From November to December of 
last year the index jumped almost 
a. point. This, mind you, was 
under present rent control. 


More Inflation. 


The analysis reaching the Pres- 
ident’s desk shows that this rise 
has tended to wipe out the slight 
drop in the cost of food that oc- 
curred since the all-time peak in 
the cost of living last August. 
Rent is 15 to 20 per cent of the 
budget of the average house- 
holder. 

The net decline, in the cost of 
living since the peak has _ been

only 2 per cent. It is still 73 per 
cent above the prewar base. 

It requires 1.0 genius in eco- 
nomics and-statistics to see what 
will happen if rent control is 
shattered or abolished, Estimates 
are that it would advance from 5 
to 9 per cent a month over a pe- 
riod of several months to a year. 
This would mean an advance in 
the cost of living index to 1 to 
1% per cent a month. 


New Wage Demands. 


Again neither a genius nor @& 
crystal-gazer is necessary to fore- 
cast what would happen under 
such an advance. It would touch 
off new wage demands which 
could very well start the infla- 
tionary spiral upward. This 
would come at a time when a 
number of low-income families 
have already been priced out of 
the market. In short, it would 
encourage the kind of inflation- 
deflation that invites depression. 

The gimmick the White House 
advisers are most fearful of is 
the amendment tacked on in the 
House, of which Representative 
Brown of Georgia was author. 
That has an _  innocent-enough 
sound, assuring the landlord a 
reasonable return on a reasonable 
investment. 

In actual practice the Brown 
amendment ould create an al- 
most hopeless administrative tan- 
gle. The big landlords with large 
resources of wealth would be able 
to stop any tenant protests: in 
the courts. The little landlord, 
not having such resources and in 
many cases really needing relief, 
would not get it. 


Badly Timed. 


Faced with the March 31 dead- 
line, when rent controls expire, 
the Administration has shown, ex- 
traordinarily bad timing. Bring- 
ing up the civil-rights issue at the 
start of the session precipitated 
the Southern filibuster. That was 
ready-made for the persistent, 
powerful, tireless. real estate 
lobby. 

Millions of families are watch- 
ing anxiously to see what ‘Con- 
gress does about rent control. 
They may not understand the 
talk about states decontrolling or 
cities decontrolling. But they will 
certainly understand when - the 
landlord hikes the rent 10 per 
cent or 25’ per cent. They will 
know that ;y -twar history is re-

The ma- 
terial left over was used to trans- 
mit the disease to other mice. 

Dr. Gye concluded: 
| “The experimental 
points to the conclusion that can- 
cer has a continuing cause and 
that this, in mammals as in 
birds, is a virus.” 
| Many researchers have held 
that cancer is mainly produced by 
, chemical agents.

If researchers can “safely ac- 
cept the conclusion that tumors 
in general can be propagated in 
the absence of viable tumors cells 
(cells capable of growing or de- 
veloping), where does this lead? 

“It leads certainly to the big- 
gest advance in cancer research 
for Many years. 

“Tt means that, of current the- 
ories of the nature of cancer, some 
90 per cent can be quietly rele- 
gated to the wastpaper basket, 
leaving investigators free to con- 
centrate on a much more limited 
field: through which certain obvi- 
ous paths are clearly indicated.” 

Tt has been known for a num- 
ber of years that a virus can pro- 
duce a certain type of cancer in 
birds. More recently, it has been 
found that an agent, believed to 
be a virus, found in the milk of 
mice of a cancer-susceptible strain 
can produce breast cancer in mice. 
This milk factor has not yet been 
isolated. These findings have 
given impetus to the theory, long 
a subject of controversy among 
cancer investigators, that animal 
cancers are caused by a virus. 

The prevailing view today is 
that, while some cancers May be 
caused by a virus, there also are 
other causes that may bring it 
about. It is known, for example, 
that certain chemicals, as well as 
overdoses of radiations, can pro- 
duce cancer in both animals and 
human_ beings.

YOUTH HURT IN FALL 
OFF DUMP TRUCK DIES 


Injured When Thrown to 
Rail Tracks During Horse- 
Play With Vehicle. 


Richard C. Aubuchon, 16 years 
old, died at City Hospital yes- 
terday of a skull fracture suf- 
fered Wednesday when he was 
thrown from a dump truck in 
which he and three other young 
men were cavorting. 

The truck, driven by Edward 
H. Vezeau, also 16, tilted on a 
loading platform on private prop- 
erty east of Broadway, near Hum- 
boldt street, and Aubuchon fell 
four feet onto adjoining railroad 
tracks.

Police said the truck was owned 
by Vezeau’s father, Louis Vezeau, 
2307 Howard street. The boy was 
turned over to his father by ju- 
venile authorities and ordered to 
appear at the inquest. 

Aubuchon lived with his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs, Roland Au- 
buchon, at 4500 North Broadway. 
Laskowitz lives at 601 East Pope 
avenue and Toney at 4612 North 
Broadway.

AST week Mama and J] went to the city to at-

In the 
evening we  fore- 
gathered with the 
St. Louis Regional 
Chapter, Friends of 
the Land. Our sub- 
ject was geared to 
the theme for that 
day—“Save Missou- 
ri’s Springs” — and 
the rapidly snow- 
balling interest in 
this issue is indicated )y the fact that we turned 
away more peopie from each meeting than were 
able to crowd into the small auditorium assigned 
for our use. 
There’s one interesting thing about this fight 
to save the great springs along Current River 
and other Ozark streams; and if we understand 
this, we’re a lot better able to do our job in pre- 
venting their despoliation. The thing which will 
destroy them is the series of dams which the 
Corps of Engineers, Department of the Army, 
propose to build. One purpose of these dams is 
flood control, although in the case of Current 
River, electrical power is also a consideration. 
Thus it is clear that the primary threat to the 
springs is caused by floods. Our next step is to 
search out the cause of the floods, and this is 
not hard to find: All of the Ozark rivers flow 
down fairly precipitous watersheds; and it is the

Such ee tie 4 i " 
conditions are always brought about in the same 
way—through stripping the timber from the wa- 
tersheds, burning, and hard livestock grazing on 
the cut-over lands, and the extremely poor farm- 
ing methods still followed on the great majority 
of our agricultural lands. Nor is this a condition 
peculiar to Missouri. It exists throughout a large 
part of the nation and to an even greater degree 
in many other countries of the world. The truth 
of the assumption that flood frequency and se- 
verity are man-made can be easily illustrated. 
In his recent book “The Missouri Valley,” Rufus 
Terral lists the great floods which have occurred 
on the Missouri. These-came in 1844, 1881, 1903, 
1908, 1909, 1915, 1927, 1935, 1942, 1943, and 1944: 
Note that in the days before man had settled in 
large numbers in the valley, floods worth noting 
came at intervals of from 25 to 50 years; while 
they are today an almost annual occurrence.

CONSIDERING THAT FLOODS on streams

age, especially to agriculture, we should certainly 
consider the means for combatting them. We 


must, in other words, attempt either to prevent 
or control them. Unfortunately, under the stress 


of our exploitive economy and of such disasters 


as war, there has been little possibility of carry- 
ing out any significant work of flood prevention.

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The New Films

Another Fine Italian War Film 


HE Italian movie industry, which has turned.out some 
superbly realistic documents on the effects of war and its 
aftermath in “Open City,” “Shoeshine,” and “Paisan,” comes 
along with another fine and moving war film to “TO LIVE IN 
Wes PEACE,” which was released in this country 
APE some time ago, but is just getting to St. Louis 
| and will be shown at the ART THEATER be- 

ginning tomorrow. 

This shows the upheaval caused by a tiny off- 
shoot of the war which filters to a peacefully 
pastoral Italian mountain village in the form 
of two Americans, one a war correspondent 

and one a Negro soldier; escaped from the Germans. A peasant 
family, headed by the solid good-natured Uncle Tigna who 
@esires only to be let alone, “to live in peace,” is forced to 
actively take sides in the conflict when it shelters and hides the 
prisoners, and exists in dread that the one soldier the Germans 
have left on guard in the village or the loca] Italian Fascist 
deputy will find out about it. 

Tt is the film’s broad and glowingly compassionate approach 
that makes it touch so close to the heart. It treats all its char- 
acters gently as individuals. It lingers affectionately on the 
family life of the peasant. It makes likeable the anti-Fascist 
deserter from the Italian army who is hiding with the family 
when the Americans come. It finds the Fascist flunkey a self- 
important, grafting little politician, smarting under the un- 
friendliness and quiet scorn of his neighbors. The German is a 
homesick and lonely peasant who longs to talk about himself 
to anyone who will listen. The Italian family itself is not 
very heroic, merely making the best of a bad situation into 
which their kindness has got them. The American Negro is 
presented as a human being, with both good and frail qualities, 
not a stock vaudeville character. 

x * 

The film is rich both in humor and in emotion, It has 
quiet laughter in the unworldly amazement of the simple family 
over the Negro, and uproarious comedy when the German 
soldier and the Negro, both rolling drunk, meet and embrace, 
then go through the town together, shooting it up in wild 
carousal as wine melts enmity. It has genderness that ap- 
proaches the postic in the scenes of unspoken love be- 
tween the girl Silvia and the American correspondent. Its 
camera lovingly sweeps the hills, rocky buttresses of the village 
and the vineyards, finding essential goodness in nature and 
husbandry. It has a fine irony as the villagers conclude from 
the comradeship of the American Negro and the German the 
war is over, and go on a celebration. The skilled juxtaposition 
of moods then brings out terror the next morning that the 
German, when he recovers from his binge, will remember the 
village sheltered the Americans, the villagers’ flight to the 
hills, and the final brutality of a motorcycle patrol of the re- 
treating Germans and its attendant tragedy. It is true tragi- 
comedy that should imprint itself deeply in your memories of 
great films. 

Aldo Fabrizi, who played the priest in “Open City,” is 
‘Uncle Tigna, a study in quiet, delightful comedy, restrained 
emotion and simple human dignity that makes inevitable a 
comparison with the late great Raimu of the French films. 
Fabrizi collaborated on the script, and shares with the director, 
Luigi Zampa, most of the credit for the film's success, There 
are other fine performances, notably that of Mirella Monti, who 
displays a virginal freshness as the young Silvia. Gar Moore, 
an American actor who has done four Italian films, and John 
Kitzmiller, a Captain of United States Army engineers in his 
first acting attempt, are quite authentic as the war corre- 
spondent and Negro G.1., as is Heinrich Bode as the German.

HE job is done!

“My wife’s 10-year-old son by 
her first marriage was a problem 
to us,” Mr. T. explains. “I couldn't 
bear him at home, so we have sent 
him to a famous school.

It’s 
a strain on me financially, but I 
feel encouraged by the fact that 
I'm providing a good education 
for him.” 

It is a good school, Mr. T., and 
it will give him a good education— 
as far as it goes. No school goes 
very far in that direction. I'd like 
to argue that point with you for 
a moment, because a lot of other 
parents seem to have the idea that 
education is gained mostly from 
schools. If you stop to think of 
it, schools provide a very small 
part of our education. Most of 
it comes from: Advertisements, 
motion pictures, comic books and 
strips, radios, newspaper head- 
lines, novels and magazine stories, 
conversations and attitudes of 
companions, and, for some young- 
sters, the Army and Navy. 

There are other educational 
agencies, but the ones I have men- 
tioned will do for a start; and I 
have not tried to list them in 
order of importance, because that 
differs with each person. But they 
have this in common that they 
all exercise a profound educational 
influence on the population; form- 
ing its beliefs and providing it 
with the information on which it 
acts

NITED STATES customs in- 
U spectors are bracing for their 

busiest year as all indications 
point to a record travel volume in 
the months which lie immediately 
ahead..- 

The job of laying professional 
smugglers by the heels will be 
complicated, they tell you, by the 
fact that so many normally hon- 
est folk agd generally good citi- 
zens will attempt to put one over 
on Uncie Sam by bringing in 
articles duty-free. 

Sometimes they do it because of 
ignorance of the regulations; but 
mostly, strange as it seems, be- 
cause it appears perversely clever 
to be able to do so. But the rec- 
ord shows that few would-be 
smugglers, professional or ama- 
teur, get away with it. 

With many European countries 
making substantial progress to- 
ward recovery and hanging out 
the welcome sign to tourists, with 
Thxury air and ship accommoda- 
tions available, and with western 
hemisphere neighbors bidding for 
visitors through improved. trans- 
portation facilities and accommo- 
dations, many traveling Ameri- 
cans this year will be making 
their first acquaintance with offi- 
cers of the Customs Service. 


The Bureau of Customs, a part 
of the United States Treasury De- 
partment, is responsible for the 
collecting of duties on imported 
merchandise, suppression of 
smuggling, and many related 
tasks. Together with officers of 
the Immigration and Public 
Health services, the customs offi- 
cers constitute an official recep- 
tion committee for returning 
travelers. 

- Smuggling, unfortunately, is 
one of those things almost every- 
one thinks he could do if he tried. 
Like writing or acting, it looks 
easy and appears to pay well. De- 
tection seems imprebable. This 
sort of reasoning is so attractive 
that many tourists are potential 
smugglers. But most of them are 
caught before they start. Between 
them and their dream fortunes 
stands an international army led 
by customs officials, including 
private detectives, jewelers’ pro- 
tective agencies, and plain, ordi- 
nary informers. Customs officers

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vices, but actually anything new 
in the smuggling racket is a 
rarity. 

Diamonds, gold and other high- 
value merchandise were seized in 
large quantities by customs of- 
ficers last year. 

Acting Commissioner of Cus- 
toms Frank Dow reveals that the 
forfeiture value of merchandise 
seized or liable to seizure totaled 
nearly $15,000,000. Goods seized 
for customs laws violations that 
provide for forfeiture become the 
property of the United States and 
are disposed of according to law. 
Im many cases the owner, if he 
desires, is permitted to redeem 
the seized goods upon payment of 
the full value; or where extenuat- 
ing circumstances are shown, for 
less than full value.

In addition to commercial 
smuggling investigated, customs 
agents and inspectors foiled thou- 
sands of amateur smuggling at- 
tempts by travelers crossing the 
borders or arriving from Overseas 
by ship and air. Substantial money 
penalties and, in many cases, 
criminal charges were lodged 
against such violators.

live parrots—banned under health 
laws—to more than a million dol- 
lars, face value, in lottery tickets. 
The so-called luxury drugs of her- 
oin and cocaine appeared with in- 
creasing frequency in illicit nar- 
cotics seizures, which in several 
instances had an underworld value 
of many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars.

Two of the largest commercial 

diamond seizures in years were 
made at LaGuardia Field, New 
York City. One consisted of 1025 
carats of cut and polished dia- 
monds valued at $190,000 concealed 
under metal strips of a piece of 
luggage. In what is believed to 
be a related case, 343 carats of 
gems, worth $73,000, were found 
under: wooden strips of a suitcase. 
In each case the airplane passen- 
ger in whose luggage the gems 
were found was a woman. Both 
faced charges of attempted smug- 
giing. 
. Another diamond case involved 
a single stone valued at $100,000, 
and weighing 23 carats. This 
gem, allegedly stolen in Brazil, 
and smuggled into the United 
States through Puerto Rico, for 
gale here, was seized at Los An- 
geles. Two Brazilians subsequent- 
ly were arrested and convicted. 

Customs agents in a lengthy in- 
vestigation seized 600 carats of 
unset diamonds which had been 
buried in a tin can near Lake- 
wood, New Jersey. Two automo- 
biles used in transporting the 
gems also were taken and two 
men arrested. 

Federal officers from Laredo, 
Texas, made one of the largest 
seizures of prohibited lottery 
tickets on record. After trailing 
two suspected cars from the bor- 
der to near San Antonio, they 
closed in to capture sweepstakes 
tickets with a face value of $1,- 
200,000: The lottery was based 
on Mexico City races. Two men 
were arrested. One of them had 
had a brush with customs in con- 
nection with smuggling of Cuban 
Lottery tickets some 10 years ago. 
He was on the losing end that 
time, too.

There are no limits to the in- 
genuity of would-be smugglers, 
but even so the agents are rarely 
fooled. Recently the inspectors 
discovered two men’s shirts with 
hundreds of dollars worth of fine 
costume jewelry fastened to them. 
The shirts were being worn under 
her outer clothing by a woman 
about five months in pregnancy. 
The agent’s suspicions were 
aroused, a matron was called, and 
when the expectant mother was 
partially disrobed in a rest room 
the device—clever but not quite 
clever enough—was brought to

Customs works closely with the 
Treasury Bureau of Narcotics and 
local officers in combating inter- 
national traffickers in illicit nar- 
cotics. 

For example, opium and heroin 
valued: at $300,000, underworld 
prices, were taken in New York 
aboard the French freighter Bas- 
tia. The narcotics, together with 
22 bottles of expensive imported 
perfume, were found in three bur- 
lap sacks which had been sub- 
merged in lubricating oil in a tank 
in the véssel’s engine room. 

The narcotics consisted of 50 
pounds of gum opium and 10 
pounds of heroin encased in oil- 
proof packages. 

A seaman was arrested and con- 
victed at San Francisco in the 
seizure of more than 100 ounces 
of heroin, with underworld value 
estimated at a million dollars. 


Customs oficers spent five days 
in close surveillance aboard the 
S.S. Hongkong Transport, posing 
as electricians and other artisans, 
to catch this runner as he at- 
tempted to take the contraband 
ashore from a hiding place pre- 
viously discovered by federal 
searchers. The heroin was con- 
cealed in a cleverly constructed 
secret compartment in a wooden 
fender in the forepeak of the 
vessel. 

Reorganization of the bureau’s 
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law enforcement activitiés along 
lines calculated to operate with 
greatest efficiency in this age of 
high-power motor and air trans- 
portation recently has been af- 
fected. It now consists of an aug- 
mented Customs Agency Service 
employing the most modern in- 
vestigative techniques, and a mo- 
bile port patrol force. The mo- 
torized patrol partially replaces 
the system of fixed port guarding 
of shipping in port, and combats 
both the theft of goods from cus- 
toms custody and potential smug- 
gling from ships in port. Both 
units employ two-way © radio 
equipped cars. 

This reorganization brings with 
it disappearance from the Ameri- 
can scene of one of the most col- 
orful of its branches, the Cus- 
toms Patrol Service, popularly 
known as the Border Patrol. This 
service dated back to 1886 when 
its officers were know as “mount- 
ed inspectors.” Throughout the 
years these patrolmen, working on 
foot, on horseback, by boat, and 
in more recent years in automo- 
biles when possible, were the 
nemesis of smugglers along the 
sparsely-inhabited Canadian and 
Mexican borders. More than, a 
score lost their lives in the danger- 
ous service, but their effective 
marksmanship also accounted for 
numerous border badmen.

From South’s point of view, 
three honor tricks opposite an 
opening bid warranted strong ac- 
tion, and since North had shown 
a disposition to sign off on the 
second round, South made his 
leap to game in the fear that any 
weaker bid might be dropped. 
North, for his part, was delighted 
to play at three no-trump on this 
particular bidding, feeling that he 
would deliver six solid club tricks 
to the common cause. Needless 
to say, however, West opened his 
fourth highest diamond, and de- 
clarer lost the first six tricks! 
Granting that South had a good 
hand, he still should have bid 
only two no-trump over two clubs! 
North would not hang one trick 
short of game except with a hope- 
less holding; and by giving North 
more Maneuvering space, South 
would have made it possible for 
North to give a secondary heart 
raise. (In other words, over two 
no-trump, North would bid three 
hearts—not having raised previ- 
ously—rather than bid three no- 
trump with a singleton diamond.) 
Thus, by underbidding slightly, 
South would invite the co-opera- 
tion of his partner in selecting the 
final contract, whereas by jump- 
ing straight to three no-trump he 
would, psychologically and prac- 
tically, make North feel that his 
advice was not needed.
